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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 20-23 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Villaiona-Calero et al. (Ann Oncol 9: 71-77, 1998). 
Applicant asserts that Villalona-Calero et al. do not teach or suggest any relationship between angiogenesis and 
the prevention of vascular leakage and one of ordinary skill in the art would readily recognize that these are two 
distinct processes. Applicant argues that Villalona-Calero et al. do not expressly or implicitly teach human 
corticotropin releasing factor could inhibit angiogenesis. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are 
not found persuasive. Since no substantially new arguments have been presented, the rejections are 
maintained for reasons of record. 
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
